Canadian Railways Cancel Tariffs 
Covering Cartage Points in 
Dominion 
Railways of Canada have issued 


notice of cancellation of tariffs cover- 
ing cartage points in Canada, effect- 
ive October 1, 1913. On and after 
that date shippers and 
will be expected to make their own 
arrangements for cartage. 

It is stated that this action on the 
part of the transportation companies 
in the result of the failure to renew 
.xisting contracts with: the cartage 
companies at present prices, the latter 
cl.iming that owing to increased cost 
of supplies, labor and other matters 
entering into the performance of the 
service, they must have’ increased 
conipensation, On the other hand, 
the railways contend that it is impos 
sible to increase their burden of such 
extra expenses for the very reason 
given by the cartage companies— 
namely, increased expenses. 

The change in conditions at cart- 
age point. in Canada, it ts pointed 
out, is in line with practices which 
have long prevailed at American 
Cities, wher» the public are obliged 
to make their own arrangements with 
the cartage companies for deliveries 
to or from che railway terminal.

FINE WEATHER HELPS 


Atter a couple of weeks of rather 
showery and broken weather, con- 
ditions on Monday took a change 
for the better, and since that date 
the weather has been fine, and 
cutting of all grains has been pro- 
ceeded with. It is estimated that 
about 50 per cent of the barley is 
now cut, that all fall wheat is cut, 
and that a considerable percentage 
of the spring wheat and oats 
have been cut within the past ten 
days. 

The recent rains have after all 
done the grain a lot of good, They 
have evened up the heads in many 
of the fields and put grain in 
better condition than it would 
otherwise have been if it had turned 
taster. A big percentage of the 
spring wheat is not ripe enough for 
cutting vet, but with continued dry 
weather it "should all be ready for 
the binder by the end of this month. 

So far there have been no reports 
of damage by frosts. Last week 
on one ortwo mornings, about the 
time of full moon, the temperature* 
was dangerously close to freezing 
point, and it is possible there may 
havs been slight frosts in low-lying 
places, but it may safely be stated 
that there is nothing to hurt. Most 
of the grain is out of risk of dan- 
ger from frost, and it is thought 
that since the danger point at tull 
moon has been passed there is no 
risk for some time to come, 

The hail damage this year has 
been slight, probably not more than 
one per cent of all the grain in this 
territory, and nearly all the da nage 
done has peen covered by insurance. 
rhe points touched by hail this year 
were neat Tudor, where 
totally hailed, and several 
others sustained a percentage of 
damage, near Keoma, where J: asper 
Bruce, Frank Aubrey, and Dr 
McKid's grain was hit, and about 
two miles north of Strathmore, 
where Frank Harriman and C, C€ 
North sustained 25 per cent dam- 
ige on small portions of their crop. 
Frank Sugden was also hit at the 
same time as the two former. This 
remarkable low percentage 
compared with some other sections 
of the province,

The Lindsay Case 


The case of J. M. Lindsay, who 
was arrested two weeks ago on his 
farm near Nightingale by a Pinker- 
ton detective, and was taken to the 
Calgary, barracks of the R.N.W.M. 
P, to await extradition papers for 
embezzlement in Athens, Georgia, 
has aroused much interest locally. 
Lindsay came to Strathmore in April 
or May of this year, and settled on 
a ready made farm a short distance 
north ot Nightingale. He had 
done a considerable amount of busi- 
ness locally, was well liked, 
and had the reputation of being a 
good payer. The news of his arrest 
came as a big surprise. 

The following account of the 
arrest is from last Saturday's 
“Albertan”: 

J. M. Lindsay, wanted in Athens, 
Georgia, for the embezzlement of 
$7 000, was run to earth by Pinker- 
ton detectives a few days ago on a 
readymade farm in the Nightingale 
Colony, where he was living a past- 
oral life in peace and with the idea 
that the thousands of miles that in- 
tervened between him and his pur- 
a ‘thriving business, was one of 
the prominent young men of the 
town and married the prettiest girl 
there. He was placed under surety 
bonds, as are all agents of this com- 
pany, and this fact is responsible for 
the relentless search of the Pink- 
ertons. One day he disappeared and 
the story is that his pretty wife 
helped him to get away, and after he 
had wandered around through most 
of the United States and finally come 
to Alberta and bought his ready-made 
farm, she came here and joined him, 

After Lindsay's shortage was discov- 
ered his pursuit was turned over to 
Howard, of the Pinkertons, 

It issome yarn, the pursuit and 
capture of Lindsay. It covers a 
wide area of country geographically, 
A pretty wife who helps her husband 
to get away figures in it, and a 
persistent sleuth, J. H. Howard, a 
Pinkerton man whom many of the 
underworld know to their striped 
sorrow, who followed the trail 
throught a dozen states, now los- 
ing it, then findiag it again, until 
he despaired of finding the man he 
sought. Finally the trail led into 
Alberta, and one day he learned 
that a man answering Lindsay's 
description was on a farm in the 
Nightingale country. He walked 
into Lindsay's place about a week 


land. 

This would seem to indicate that 
the butter industry of this country Is 
on the decline. But such is not the 
case. We produce more, but are con- 
suming a great deal more. It is es- 
timated that Canadians are using in 
one way or another about $40,000,000 
worth more a year of dairy products 
than they were a decade ago. In 1903 
the Prairie Provinces produced about 
800,000 pounds of creamery butter, 
and last year 4,000,000 pounds. Their 
requirements in 1903 were 500,000 
Pounds against 20,000,000 last year 
That is requirements have been multi- 
plied about 40 times. Altogether Can- 
ada now consumes close to $100,000,- 
000 worth of milk, and its products, 
in the course of a year, The in- 
creased needs are due chiefly to the 
rapid increase in population, but in 
large measure to the increased use 
of sweet cream and ice cream. It is 
estimated that the ice cream manu- 
factured in 1912 was cquivalent to 
2,000,000 pounds of butter, and the 
sweet cream used to 6,00,000 pounds. 

The Prairie Provinces are develop- 
Ing the dairy {ndustry in a scientific 
manner, In the east farmers are 
quickening their efforts. If, however, 
Canada is to maintain her export 
trade in cheese, in competition with 
other growing commercial countries, 
if she is to meet her own needs in 
butter the industry must surely be ex 
tended indefinitely all over the Domin- 
lon.

GATION DISPUTE 


Dr Roche, Dominion Minister 
of the Interior, isat present on a 
visit to the West to deal with a 
number of matters that come with- 
in his department, principally in 
regard to grazing leases and 
irrigation lands. 

He wil! be in Calgary probably 
sometime next week, and will 
there receive a deputation from 
farmers in the irrigated  dis- 
tricts in the Bow Valley Block, 
in regard to the dispute re the 
classification of lands, which has 
been going on over a_ consider- 
abl- period. 

President Sorensen, of Strath- 
more Farmers Union, stated on 
Wednesday that he was awaiting 
a wire stating exactly when the 
Minister would be in Calgary and 
prepared to meet the deputation. 
It was the intention of the 
deputation to have the Minister 
go to Gleichen and examine the 
lands at that point, as it is 
stated that some of the farmers 
there are old-time irrigators from 
Colorado and the other dry states 
of the Union,who'claim to know 
the subject from A to Z. 

The Government reclassifica- 
tion of the land is going on at 
present, and Dr Roche's visit is 
expected to be productive of an ac- 
celeration of the settlement of the 
dispute which will be satisfactory 
all round. Dr Roche has the rep- 
utation of being a broadminded 
man, and is a Westerner himself 
so he may be depended to look 
upon the matter in an unprejudic- 
ed and intelligent manner. 

TAX EXEMPTIONS 

It is stated that it is the inten- 
tion of Strathmore Town Council 
to appoint a deputation to see 
Dr Roche in regard to the matter 
of tax exemptions. As has been 
stated in our columns before, 57 
per cent of the land within the 
Strathmore townsite is exempt 
{rom taxation by virtue of a Do- 
minion Government — railway 
grant, and this undoubtedly 
works a hardship on the tax 
payers of the town, who have to 
pay more than double the taxes 
they otherwise would, and have 
their assessment very much re- 
duced from what it should be in 
comparison with the population 
of the town. 

The same state of affairs ob- 
tains to a more or less extent In 
Gleichen, Brooks, and other 
towns in the Bow Valley Block. 
It also affects the Rural Munici- 
palities and the school districts, 
and some of the latter have been 
obliged to close down on account 
of not being able to raise 
sufficient funds on the low assess- 
ment possible.
